Monilay, the regular work was be* 
trurr, antl there was no evidence 
that there had been a lull in the 
daily school routine With the re- 
sume of school, Moirday, Miss 
Maude Hen d rick relieved Miss 
F'r'ancis Barker, who had taught 
her class since the fall term bejjan.

His parents, who reside in Clev© 
larrd, were notified of his death, 
and asked that the body be sent to 
that place for burial, which was 
done Thursday morning The cas- 
ket, containing the remains, was 
placed in the B center, and after 
chapel service the whole house- 
hold took a last UK>k at the now 
lifeless form. 

He had returned Saturday from 
his home, eager to resume his 
studies. He was a gOi>d, and 
obedient boy, cheerful at all times, 
and willing to learn. His age was 
eiirhte^n years, and he had been at 
school nearly eight years.

Mr. Zorn suggested thit a com 
mittee of three be appointed to 
prepare a set of by-laws for the 
gt.vernmeni of such Society as it 
would aid in the organizations of 
others. This was agreed to, and 
Messrs. Zorn, * McGregor and 
Charles were selected. 

In order to relieve the treasurt*r

A campaign for the raising of 
firuds to pay off the recently pur- 
chased farm addition to the Home 
was begun the day pupils left far 
their homes, by giving most of them 
a booklet for coUection». Most of 
the books were left ar home, tuit 
will be raised durirrg the summer 
vacation. Over one hundred ami 
fifty dollar's were brought back, 
however. Not bad f >ra beginrring.

Dr. Thomas Francis Fox, after 
doing some strenuous searching in 
the musty record of the past, pub 
lislied some interesting facts regard- 
ing the history of the idea for the 
Federation of the N. A. f>. He 
Udls us of those who with him have 
t»een interested in building up the 
Federation, Messrs. Hanson, Dr 
Smith, Veditz, and Hasenstab. Dr 
Fox says he first gave expression to 
the idea in 1889, so when the 1910 
Convention meets the FeOeration 
idea will be 21 years old, and 
ought to then materialize. It is 
strange that such a g(K>d cause has 
gone begging for support for, lol 
many years Thn pioneers above 
mentioned aie now joine<l by Tilden 
whose recent articles prove him to 
be intensely inter*'Sied in the Fed- 
eration Perhaps he is the man 
who will finally chist-l the intricate 
j)lan to perfection. Once completed 
it will be a stupendous monument 
to the intellect, energy anl ability 
of the American deaf. 

The St, Paul Convention was the 
one where we rf'ai>ed the great- 
est amount of social pleasutes. 
The St. Lonis Convolution was the 
greatest as regards numt>ers and 
actual work aecomplislied, Tilden 
claims that the Norfolk Convention 
was the one where the greatest 
amount of finesse was tl isplayed, 
How can the Colora<lo Convention 
eclipse all these? 

Why, of course, by ladtiL' Ihe one 
where the Federatioti is established. 
Most obs*-rvinu and thinking [leople 
will a^ree that little of praclical 
value was accomplished at the Nor- 
folk meetiutt However, the sam»' 
is true of a numlier of pr^^vitms 
ones. Who tliat was at St. Louis 
ilo^-s not remember the time devot- 
ee] to reading and tliscussion of 
papers by foreigners, and several 
were rea<l and discussed whose 
writers were not preserd. 

What goml does it do us anyway, 
to discuss and weep over the condi- 
tion of the deaf of foreign coun- 
tries? 

Such things generally go In at 
otie ear and out at the other. 

What if all that time at St, Louis 
had l^ef• n devoted to discussion of 
the Federation ? 

Let us at Colorado Springs make 
up for the time frittered away at 
past conventions and do something 
really great.

His views are so clear and 
business-like that they desetve a 
wide circulation. 
Listen to Mr Gilmon : — 

Coming down to cold figures on the cost 
of running such a project, th re would be 
right at the top of the list the salary ques- 
tion. The salary or one superintendent 
would t^ all in that direction ; the one also 
would apply to a good many other ac- 
counts payable, onr. building and ground to 
be kept up, "ve set of employes and offlirers 
and so on down the list. Fhere would be a 
perceptible diminishing of the cf»nstant ap- 
peals to the deaf for su»*port (an appeal 
which is Hf>metimes a very inconvenient 
one, flescrving tliough the caus*; of it may 
he) as I he pnt raUt cost to the deaf of each 
state would come down correspondingly 
with the reduced cost of Ihe su|iport and

However, if sen- 
timent at this time may t>e taken as any In- 
dication of tiie reception of shch a proposal, 
it looks as if the plan would receive 
"second thoughts" were it again presented.

He 
sugtjests that wliereas, us, the past 
ar»d prcHfiit corresprmdents of the 
Jouknal. have had our cotnniand of 
English greatly benefited by theap 
preuticeship we have served under 
our ''journalistic guide, philosopher 
and friend, Edwin Allan Hodj^son," 
be it resolved that us chi|) in and 
on the top of Pike's Peak, in 1910, 
present him with an af)propriate 
teMlitnoiiial of our appreciation. 
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'* For niniUHl imnrovement and 
for fhe cultivation of the arts of lit- 
erature and debating," the '* H'dh 
Israel Deaf Society," of Pfiiladel- 
phia was dirly organized into being 
on Sunday afternoon, January 12th. 
After a Constitution and By-laws 
were adoi»ted, the Hdlowing officers 
were elected :—President, Henry 
Blanckensee ; Vice-President, Ed- 
ward Wilson ; Secretary, Miss Re- 
becca H. Rosenstein ; Treasurer, 
Miss Freda Pollock. 

The constitution jirovides that 
the oflfice of Presiderd Hluill be re 
served solely for a man, but all 
other ofTlces shall be open to th« 
other sex. This arrangement gave 
general satisfaction, and after the 
installation of the officers, there was 
nruch rejoieinu. President Blanck- 
ensee, who conceived and did pion- 
eer work Ml the organization, looked 
immensely pleased. Vice-Presi- 
dent Wilson felt the horror thrust 
upon him quite too heavy a load to 
bear, but accepted his situation 
with a philosophical smile, and 
much sati.Nfacri(»n at the birth of 
the society. Secretary Ret)ccca H. 
Rosenstein, who is rather p<dile 
physically, felt mentally hw with 
the pen Hli I portfolio, but was quite 
affable to everybody And Treas 
urer P'reda l*oIlock, who is viva- 
cious and fonrl of society, and whose 
everlasting smiles and pretty teeth 
are a f»art of herself, looked as 
happy as a big sun flower." 

And there is a reason. 

The 'Mieth Israel Deaf Society" 
has a home in the n(5W Temple 
Beth Israel, 32d Street and Mont 
gomery Avenue, which can not be 
surpassed in appointmenis aird con- 
veniences by any other tieaf .society 
in the United States Probably 
none can equal it. A section ot 
the Assembly R(»om under the 
synagogue has been assigned to the 
society's special use. This sect ton 
is a room in Itself of ample pro|>or- 
tion and lighte«l by electricity. It 
can be made a part of the lar^ge 
Assemtdy Room by removal of slid- 
ing doors. 

Temple Beth Israel Is a fine new 
house of worship of the better class 
of Philsdelphia Jews. It is built of 
white brick. It must have cost a 
heap of rneuiey. It is a large rec- 
tangular building capped in the 
middle by a large semispherical 
dome, which adds much to its im 
pressivenes and size. Under this 
dome is the synagogue, or j^reat 
room, where the congregatiorr as- 
semble to worship on Friday ev(»n- 
in^s and Saturday rnorninj^s. It is 
reached by a liroad flight of steps, 
from the 32d side, at the t(»p of 
which is a s|mcrous portico and the 
main entrance. The walls of the 
Temple have long parallel »lit» for 



windows, which look very odd. 
There is little <U' no embellishment 
about the exterior part of the build- 
ing, but it has an air of solidity, 
strength and comfort, not often se(>n 
in Christian churches. 

The Assembly Room under the 
Synagogue isdesirned for erdertain- 
ments, etc., and is quite H|»aciouH, 
and in fact the side rooms are a 
part of it, and all can be readily 
-converted into a greater room by 
removal of the partition doors, 

SiHiday beini^ a legal Christian 
Holiday, the Helirews of the Con- 
gregation usually assemble here, 
and hold and |dan their social and 
business and relij^ious functions on 
tiiat day. While the deaf Hebrews 
were organizing their society, the 
hearing members ol the «ynagogue 
were busy in the other side rooms 
with their affairs. When every- 
thing was finished some of the fine- 
ly dressed latlies, with sparkling 
brillants in their oars and on their 
fingers, and with affability of 
countenance and manner-s, began 
to hand around genc^rous slices of 
rich cake and mocha. It was a 
fine treat, particularly the demo- 
cratic part of it. This part is 
usually made up of Rabbi and Mrs. 
Nathan, who have a way of making 
themselves s(di<l with nil inte ested 
in the Beth Israel Deaf Society. 

Mr, Samuel Cohen, of New Y(»rk, 
who is a student of Gallaudet 
College, stopped off at Philad<d- 
phia on the 5th inst., on his way to 
Washington, D C, and visited the 
deaf at the Temple. IIc^ was much 
interested in the projected (►rgani- 
zation of the Philadelphia Jewish 
Society, and deliver*e<l two i n tersest - 
ing \\n^\ pcrtinerit ad<lresses which 
were much appreciated by all who 
understood them. In the first, he 
f4ave some sensible advicvi in re- 
gard to ill-fe(ding and resentment 
between Ihe Jews and Christiarrs, 
and counselied the cultivation of a 
friendly spirit for all, and the eli- 
mination of strife as much as pos- 
sible. He was not ortlnxlox iu his 
views, and thought u liberal pcdicy 
in any religion was the best iK)li<*y 
for its [jropagMtl(»n and success. 

His second addr*ess was quite re- 
markable for the fund of historical 
knowledge he showed regaroinu 
the participation of the Jews in the 
early education of the deaf. Aft(»r 
describing or mentioning Jewish 
educators of the deaf in Porlu^^al in 
the fifteen century, he traced oIImms 
through Spain, France, etc., and 
finally wound np with David Sexias, 
who (established Ihe first school for 
the deaf in Philadidjihia. He 
thought the Jewish d(*af should rrot 
forget these be rref actors of their 
raee ; and as Christians honored De 
l'F]pee, Sicard, Gallaudet and 
others, so they hold thw Jewish 
educators in grateful remembrance 
He thought it would be a good idea 
after lire " Beth Israel" Society 
was organized, to celebrate the an- 
niversaries of tfie births of tlume 
Jewish e<lucators, or in some other 
manner commemor'ate them, 

Mr. Cohen has a fiin* sign deli- 
very, a sp<Mitar»(*ous and expressive 
command of Innguage, gocnl teeth, 
and a pleasant f)ersonality. He 
may become a rabbi to the deaf of 
New Yotk some day, birt In* is quite 
modest, and won't tnlk much about 
this subject. We wish him success. 
Afuong the visitors to the society 
lately were Mrssrs. Lloyd Hutcbin 
son, Arthur Fowler, Mr. and Mrs. 
Miles, Thomas Breen, and your cor- 
respondent.

Blinti deaf-mute and half-witted, 
9-year-(dd Mary Ilirshbuehl was 
locked in a toom in an at^andoned 
lumse by hei' father ti> die of star- 
vation, thiivst, cold and fright. 
She was rescueti after four days' 
im[)nsonnieht, emaciated, uncon 
seious, almost dead. 

This is the terrible charge mad^ 
y<»sterday against John llir.^chbueht 
the father, of 2807 North Fairhill 
street. !vy the Pefinsylvania Society 
for the Protection of Children from 
Cruelty. 

When Magistrate Wrigley heard 
the st(»ry of the society's airent, he 
held Hirs<!hbuehl in $G00 bail, and 
directed that his f(nir other mother 
h'ss childr(m beyiven into the care 
(d' theit nutiher's sister. The^ res- 
cued chihl was st»nt to the Phila 
tielphia Hospital. 

It was a story that caused agents 
of the siicieiy, accustomed as lliey 
are to harrowiriir sights and heart 
lessj ct uellies, to clinch their hands 
indignantly au'l to oiuse tears to 
S[»nng t.o their eyes.

A hitherto unpnbHf*hed journal 
of Lonrs Cramolini, who died in 
1884 at DHrnriHtadt, where he had 
been tenor and afterward manager 
of the Court Theatre, ^ives a 
pathetic picture of Beethoven's laat 
<lays. When Louis was a child his 
mother had taken him three 
HI. ' jtmers during his 

\ hi, near Vienna; 

tf • iodj^ed with friends, the 

L -. in the very house in 

which Beethoven lived. Tliere 
was not much intercourse with 
the solitary man, deaf and savajre 
in his ways. However, he willin|i:ly 
exchani^ed a few words with Ma- 
dame Ci;^ who spoke slowly 
and pron very distinctly ; 
and he showed S4[3me kindness to 
the child when he learned that its 
name was Louis, like bis own 
The mother made hohl to tell him 
that her son, having a fine soprauo 
voice, wished to be a musician. 
** Nnr for the world," exclaimed 
Jj ri. *'Let him be a painter 
hk .tther; then he can live by 
his art, while music would make 
him die of hunKer." 

The musician went often to the 
chateau of Prince Lichtenstein, 
and took with him theyountf Cram- 
oHid, but the promenaders seldom 
srioke. One day that the child had 
asked his companion the name of a 
pretty butterfly he hadcaui^ht, Beet- 
hoven had answered, **Let me 
alone, little murderer," and the 
young Louis had understood that he 
was not to be troubled in his reveries. 
Attain, when the musician forifot 
on the glass the raernorHdura book 
in which he scratched his notes — 
and that happened often — youuK 
Cramolini waited to returti it to 
him until he had reached home. It 
would have made a precious collec 
tlon of autographs, but, besides 
that he was honest, he did not sus 
peet that this deaf man was a gen 
ius. The first time the artiMt, to 
show hin gratitude, offered him 
money, the l)oy refused it. Then 
Beethoven, giving him a hug, ex- 
claimed: *' Proud little thing, I 
love 5'ou for 3'our independence. 
All thf5 Louis are like that." 

A certain Count Montecuci^roli 
suddenly appeared at the Lederer 
house, a i^reat amateur of music and 
ao oboe player. He wished, at all 
hazards, to see Beethoven, who kept 
his d<K>r shut. The Count, in spite 
of the servant, ma^le his way into 
the garden, where he found the art 
tst, and began to explain to him 
that he had written a passage jm 
pos»it>le for the oV>oe. 'VMonsieur 
leCounr," said Beethoven, furious, 
'* any beginner will show you how to 
play that; besides I have no time to 
talk U) you,"' an»l turned him out. 
When Madame Cramoli i showed 
her surprise at seeing a granci seig- 
nieur ireHtefl in this fashion. 
** Have 1 -en so rude to the 

ffw>»?" sai loven. '* All the 

better. Now he will leave me 
alone/' And thegoo^l woman, sfiil 
scandalized, said to her son: '* He 
will always t>e 8 bear. You cannot 
blame him. It cotnes of being 
deaf." 

Cramolini saw the great man 
only onc^ more, eii:ht years later, 
Decern t>er 15 or 16, 1826. He had 
made his debut as a tenor at a 
German theatre, and he was engag- 
ed to a singer, Nanette Bchechner, 
who sang with iasm the part 

of Fidelio - Cramolini 

bad never till ibeu heard a note of 
Beethoven; she was thunderstruck 
** On ray wor^l," she said, ** I would 
pever havf believed that that old 
beinr could makn such divine music; 
he has brought tears to my eyes.

The piece 
finished. 'You are surely an 
artist,' tie said. * Your voice recalls 
Milder's, but she had uot the depth 
of sentiment that sltows in your face. 
What a pity that I eatrnot hear 
y(»u,' he was doubtless going to say, 
but he stopped. 'I thank you, 
mademoiselle, for this good hour. 
Be happy together.' Nanny, 
much moved, pressed the master's 
hand upon her heart. There was a 
little pause. Beethf)ven added, 'j 
am very, very content.' We took 
leave after writing our excuses for 
dinturbing his rest and our prayers 
that he would recover. 'I will 
write an opera for vou two,' he 
answered. 'Remember me again 
to your mother,' he sai<l. ' When I 
am better I will ask Hchindler to 
bring her here. Good -by, little 
Louis. Good-by, dear Fidelio. 
He shook hands, gave us another 
friendly look, then turned his hearl 
to the wall.. We went out Hoftly. 
In the street we walked in silence 
till Nanny said to me: 'We have 
seen the divine man for the laf^t 
time.' I had the same thought. I 
took Nanny's hand and we wept 
bitterly." 

Cramolini learned of the death of 
Beethoven the 27th of the following 
March. He made haste at once to 
the house of mourning, where a 
crowd of unknown people had al 
ready gathered to see the illustrious 
dead J'he master was stretched 
on his bed with uncovered faee. 
An old worn^n cut away a idck of 
the hair and U»st herself in the 
crowd. Ciamolini threw himself 
weeping into tlie arms of Schind- 
ler Although he had to sing in 
" La Dame Blanche" that same 
evening, he found time to gather 
a douole quartette to sing at the 
funeral, t«i ask Grillprazer for a 
funeral oration and to buy a plot 
thaf Beethoven might not, like 
Mozart, be buried in the Pott/cr's 
Field It was he, with other art- 
ists, who carried the coffin of the 
great man from the Torli'lie to the 
Church of the Mtnoriiies. The dis- 
tanr»e is only a thousatid paces; 
they took an hour to clear it, so 
great was the crowd. There were, 
sa^^s Cramolini, over 20,000 persons, 
and in the procession more than 
ICO carriages, among them the car- 
natf^'S of the court.

of the immaculate Goddess of clean- 
liness. A minute and elaborate 
ritual has been observed of steriliz- 
ing everything — towels, threads, 
needles, forceps, instiuments, and 
what not, while the floor itself is 
made of glass or glazed tiles, rather 
than of wof>d- The surgeon him- 
self does not venture to cut the 
victim till he has put on his steril- 
ized gloves, because he cannot 
possibly clean his own fingers en- 
outrh. Should any onlooker mke 
his hand out of his pocket to reach 
for the gaping wound, he would be 
ejected insta titer for spoiling the 
whole performance with his defiling 
touch- — / verybodi/s Magazine. 
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Fence posts of many kinds of 
cheap woods which ordinarily would 
soon decay if set in the ground, can 
be made to last for twenty years by 
a simple treatment with creosote. 
Most of the so-called *' inferior" 
woods are well adapted to the treat- 
ment, and this is especially true of 
Cottonwood, aspen, willow, syca- 
more, low-gra<le pines, and some of 
the gums When properly treated, 
these woods outlast un'reated cedar 
an rl oak, which are becoming too 
scarce and too much in demand for 
other uses to allow of their meeting 
the demand for Cence posts. 

Impregnation with creosote has 
has been ureatly cheapened by the 
introduction of the '*open tank," 
which can t»e installed at a cost of 
from $30 to $45, or much less if an 
old boiler is used. A tank with a 
t)Otrom 12 sf|uare feH in area will 
suffice for treating 40 or 50 6 inch 
posts a day, or double this number 
when two runs per day can he 
made The absorption of creosote 
per post is about as follows : Euca- 
lyptuH. one-terith j4allon ; willow, 
two- tenths gallon ; sassafras, ash, 
hickor3\ ri*d oak, water oak, elm, 
and maple, four tenths gallon ; 
Douglas fir, quaking aspen, and 
black walnut, six-tenths iiallon ; 
S3* cam ore, cotton -worxJ, and lodge- 
pole pine, seven-tenths. The price 
of creosote is about 10 cents pei 
gallon ill the East and iMiddle Wes^, 
15 cents per gallon on the Pacific 
coast, and 27 cents per gallon in 
the R^icky iMountain States. The 
cost r>f treating a post will therefore 
vary frotn 4 to 15 cents. Properly 
treated, it should give servicej'or at 
least twenty years. 

Experitnents of the Forest Service 
show Jiat with preservative treat- 
ment the (lurability of Io<lgepole 
pine Idaho is increased sixteen 
years. The cost of creosote is there 
relatively high, yet hy trestitig 
post>s there is a saving, with inter- 
est at f) per cetit, of 2 cents per post 
yearly. More important timn the 
saving, however, is the fact that 
througli preservative treatment 
other woofis are fitted to take the 
place of cedar, of whieh the supply 
is rapidly becoming exhausted. A 
detailed description of experiments 
in preserving fence posts, together 
with practical suggestions for treat- 
ing them on a commercial scale, 
are contained in Circltmr 177 of the 
Forest Service. This publication

The Ciallaudet Memorial. 

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parinh 
liuildiuK for St. Ann'« Churcii for 
Deaf -Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of AmHterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious an^l social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
ho[)ed during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most (it/ling memorial to him that 
thin work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. , 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty Ave feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basenuMit, 
and will l)e used lor the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial l^arish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the i>uilding 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to tlie 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
